‘Airman Killed 


In Sylvan Lake 


Exclusive to Edmonton Bulletin 
SYLVAN Lake, Oct. 14—How- 
ard Anderson, 48, of Tadanac, 

(near Trail), B.C., superintendent 
of aircraft for Consolidated Min- 
ing and Smelting Co., Lid., was 
killed when the company plane 
he was piloting overturned and 
sank after landing on Sylvan 
Lake, about 4 p.m., Sunday. 

Eric Gurney Randall, also of Tad- 
anac, assistant chief accountant for 
the smelting company, escaped un- 
injured, but was suffering slightly 
from’ shook. He was taken to Syl- 
van Lake hotel, 

The plane had landed on the 
lake and was taxi-ing to the gov- 
ernment pier when one of the pon- 
toons struck a snag and it over- 
turned about 400 yards from the 
pier and sank in about 10 feet of 
water. The men were stopping 
here to break the journey from 
Goldfields to Tadanac and had left 
Cooking Lake at Edmonton earlier 
in the afternoon. 


ESCAPED FROM PLANE 

Randall managed to get out of the 
plane after it had overturned and 
was rescued from the water in a 
dazed condition, by John Holds- 
worth, Sr., who went to his aid in 
an old punt, “I don’t know how 
I did it,” Randall said of his es- 
j cape. 

Several hundred people were 
gathered on the pier te waich the 
plane come in. The citizens se- 
cured about 1,000 feet of rope and 
towed the plane to the pier. It 
was discovered that Pilot Ander- 
son had his neck broken snd his 
head injured. He apparently had 
been thrown forward against the 
instrument board. 


Dr. W. A. Henry, who arrived 
almost immediately, pronounced 
him dead. As coroner, he decided 


that no inquest was necessary.

The Germans had first demand- 
ed that Turkey break her cur- 
rent agreement with the United 
States and Great Britain under 
which those two countries re- 


ceive her entire chromium out-

| the Turks refused to do this, the 
| Germans demanded 150,000 tons 

yearly, or half Turkey's chrom- 
ium output—whichever was great- 

er—beginning in 1943, 

In their counter-offer, the Turks 
‘have agreed to provide 100,000 tons 
yearly but have made two condi- 
tions which must be embarrassing 
to the Germans: First, that before 
the end of next year the Germans 
shall deliver war material to the 
value of 18,000,000 Turkish pounds, 
for which the Turks have already 
contracted, and that the chromium 
delivered in 1943 and 1944 shall be 
compensated by equivalent deliv- 
eries of further German war ma- 
terial during those two years. 

The Germans have won a point 
in forcing the Turks to agree to cut 
their chromium supplies to the 
United States and Great Britain 13 
months hence and the chromium 
they themselves would receive, if 
the agreement went through, would 
help the German war machine. 


On the other hand, it is pointed 
out here that a great deal is going 
to happen between now and 1943 
and that Turkey's Position will 
certainly have altered by then. In 
deference to Turkey it is recog- 
nizable that Nazi pressure is very 
heavy at the present time and that 
it is practically imperative for 
the Turks to avoid a clash with 
the Germans before winter. It is 
the Turks’ idea, apparently, that 
the Germans cannot attack them 
successfully during the winter 
months, 


The British refuse to subscribe to 
the view expressed by John V. A. 
MacMurray, American ambassador 
to Ankara in his press conference. 
He is reported by the Turks to have 
said that Turkey had “sold out to 
Germany.” Considerable ill-feeling |

FINISHING TOUCHES 

Meanwhile, the new, comprehen- 
sive Canadian price control pro- 
gram is receiving the finishing 
touches, and an_ authoritative 
source indicated this morning that 
an official announcement is expect- 
ed for Thursday. 

The position of farm prices and 
the effect of the price control pro- 
&ram on wheat policy were report- 
edly considered over the long 
Thanksgiving week-end by the 
wheat committee of the cabinet. 
There will be no change im the basic 
wheat policy, it is indicated, and 
the formula of wheat assistance bas- 
ed on calculation of wheat income 
will remain in effect. At the same 
time, steps will be taken, it is learn- 
ed, to boost the effective price of 
wheat through the existing means of 
acreage payments. The present ef- 
fective price, estimated by Hon. J. 
G. Gardiner, as 90 cents at Fort Wil- 
liam, will likely be increased to a 
dollar. In any case, action to in- 
crease the wheat farmers’ share of 
the national income is regarded as 
certain here. 


WHEAT PLAN 


Another cabinet meeting is ex- 
pected to be held before the new 
program is, announced to the pub- 
lic. Weighing prospects in advance 
of final decision by the cabinet, it 
appears that the western wheat 
pools’ proposal of crediting all cur- 
rent wheat sales to the 1941-42 
crop year has a good chance of ac- 
ceptance. Such a scheme, its advo- 
cates believe, would mean at least 
$1 price for wheat. 

In the background of Canadian 
policy on wheat, a proposal for 
creating a substantial food reserve 
for post-war distribution in Europe 
and elsewhere if needed, is taking 
shape. Sir Frederick Leith-Ross, 
chief economic adviser to the Bri- 
tish government, is expected in Ot- 
tawa later this month in connection 
with a proposed Anglo-American 
raw materials pool. Related to this 
problem is the scheme for setting 
aside a big international wheat re- 
serve, which would absorb an esti- 
mated 250,000,000 bushels of Cana- 
dian wheat.

The entire north Atlantic situation 
is reasonably favorable now but it 
is most important to avoid com- 
placency.” 

He said that the sea lanes between 
Iceland and America certainly coulc 
not be considered safe in view of 
the occasional sinking of ships in 
these waters. 

German submarines, these sources 
said, are known to lurk in packs 
along the Iceland route, seeking a 
favorable moment to strike.

The Public Must Also Help 


ten 

The cost of living in Canada went up 
another point in September, and now 
stands almost 14 per cent higher than 
it was when the war began. Concur- 
rently comes the timely news that all 
those dealing in food and clothing must 
obtain Dominion licenses by the first of 
December. The licenses cost nothing. 
They are not imposed as a means of 
raising revenue, but as a step in the 
establishment of a broader and more 
rigid control of prices. This does not 
guarantee that prices will go no high- 
er, or that no prices will go higher. It 
should mean that advances will be pre- 
vented unless necessary to meet in- 
creased cost of producing and deliver- 
ing the goods. 

This of course brings up the ques- 
tion of demands for wage increases. 
When wages go up production costs go 
up and prices have to go up, just as 
surely as when prices are boosted 
wages must also rise. The rule works 
both ways. If price control is to mean 
price stability, there will have to be 
general consent to refrain from hoist- 
ing the wage scales. The Government 
can prevent profiteering at the counter 
—because the merchants comprise only 
a small minority of the population. But 
in a democratic country government 
cannot dragoon the great mass of the 
people into stabilizing wages against 
their wills. If the public want prices 
kept, down they will have to co-operate 


in keeping down the production costs | 


which force prices up—despite any sys- 
tem of control. 


Canada Needs More Of Them 


Twelve thousand people came under 
the spell of Father Athol Murray's vig- 
orous patriotic idealism at the Exhibi- 
tion Grounds, Monday afternoon. 

He spared nobody's feelings in his 
trenchant appeal for a more powerful 
and single-minded war effort. And the 
thunder of applause proved that his 
vast audience agreed with him. 

Thus was generated, under the aegis 
of a common and homely thing like a 
football game, a new and potent cur- 
rent of public determination to pursue 
the national purpose with utmost will 
and sacrifice. 

Edmonton got acquainted with its 
airmen. The airmen were assured of 
the warm support of Edmonton people. 

It was a splendid affair of warm 
concord reflecting credit on those who 
arranged it and the officers who per- 
mitted it. 

Canada needs many more such 
heart-warming occasions to convert our 
sometimes flaccid patriotism into a liv- 
ing force. 


Training Is Vital 


Enlistments in Canada’s Active 
army—the branch of the army enlisted 
for service anywhere—have been run- 
ning about 6,000 per month, while 7,000 
per month were needed to keep the 
ranks full and round out new units ac- 
cording to program. And to get the 
6,000 per month recruiting officers 
have been working harder than they 
should have to work, with widely vary- 
ing results in different parts of the 
Dominion. 

This is not good enough progress, 
even allowing for the demands of the 
harvest season, and something must be 
done to speed up enlistments. Not oniy 
to catch up arrears, but to ensure that 
the monthly quotas will in future be 
obtained regularly and with less diffi- 
culty, 

To this end, recruiting officers in 


several of the provinces, including Al- | 


berta, are undertaking to interview 
every man of military age and fitness, 
Not, it is explained at Toronto, as a 
“high pressure attempt to bulldoze or 
shame men into joining the army,” but 
“to make sure that every man knows 
everything we can tell him about enlist. 
ing”—including first and foremost, it 


must be supposed, why men are being | 


asked to enlist. 

That is the point most needing em- 
phasis. With our “active” army inac- 
tive in Britain for nearly two vears, 


there is naturally a wide though wholly | 


mistaken impression that more men 
are not really required, or are not re- 
quired at once. That impression must 
be dispelled, for it is wrong. Men are 


needed now, not to go overseas shortly | 


and invade the continent, but to start 
the long course of training without 
which they would be useless in mechan- 
ized war, 

If the record of the former war 
teaches one lesson in this connection it 
is that men do not hold back from en- 
listing because they do not want to 
fight, but because they do not want to 
spend months and more months in the 
monotonous business of learing how to 
fight. Canadians have not changed. 
They are as ready as ever to fight, but 
even leas reudy to undertake the much 
longer training period now necessary.

Hogs and More Hogs 


Bacon sold to Britain in the year 
now commencing will bring $19.90 per 
hundred pounds for top grade. Prices 
for lower grades scale down to $16.70. 
The spread averages at $18.30 per 
hundred. Last year the initial price was 
$16.10 for top grade, but this was raised 


to $19.60 during the year, the Dominion | 


paying $2.50 of the increase. The price 
for the bottom grade for the coming 
year is thus 60 cents more than the 
price for the top grade a year ago. 

Britain wants this year 600,000,000 
pounds at the minimum—and will take 
as much more as it can get. At the av- 
erage price of $18.30 this minimum will 
total $109,800,000 of hog money, dis- 
tributed among farmers, packers and 
transportation companies across Can- 
ada, The hog crop is thus worth more 
than the wheat crop. 

The lion’s share of this money will 
come to western Canada, for more than 
half the hog population is now west of 
the Great Lakes. At June 1st there were 
5,993,700 hogs in the Dominion, 3,081,- 
200 of them in the three prairie prov- 
inces and British Columbia. Of these 
four, Alberta had more hogs than the 
other three combined, the figures for 
this province being 1,652,800—well over 
one-quarter of the total for all Canada. 

The outlook thus is that $25,000,000 
or more! will come into this province 
during the next twelve months in pay- 
ment for pork products shipped to Brit- 
ain. As the money will be paid out 
month by month throughout the year, 
the benefit to the farming community 
will be greater on that account. If it is 
possible to produce enough hogs, the in- 
come from this source will be indefinite- 
ly greater. There isn’t any limit. 

Aside from the financial inducement, 
the Alberta farmer has the further in- 
centive that hog production in the eas- 
tern provinces actually declined last 
year because of lack of feed, and may 
decline further this year for the same 
reason. If the minimum of 600,000,000 
pounds! are to be shipped to Britain 
there will have to be far heavier output 
than last year from the western prov- 
inces, and of these Alberta is in the best 
position to expand.

British Industry is This 
Dominion

This war has presented Canada ag the 
Empire's second centre. The dream of 


those who have predicted she would be- 
come its heart seems less fantastic, now 
that the Empire takes its way westward, 
Historians, looking back, may one day 
discern the first sure sign of our changing 
times in the unique appearance of the 
British Crown in person in North 
America in the summer of 1939, 

The experiment was a huge success. 
From coast to coast, south of the border 
as well as north of it, royalty played a 
gallant part before packed houses, When 
the show was over it was evident, so far 
as Canada was concerned, that neither 
audience nor players would be quite the 
same again. King George found assur- 
ance and his voice. Queen Elizabeth dis- 
covered crowd appeal and that she had it. 

Canadians realized emotionally what 
they had learned formally in their history 
books, that they were heirs to the glamor- 
ous and glittering traditions of the British 
Empire. Royalty in a state coach might 
be an anachronism in the New World, but 
the subconscious thrives on anarchron- 
isms and jt is the subconscious, the 
psychologists say, that governs. Not s0 
much for what it caused as what it 
revealed, the royal tour made evident 
what had been uncertain: that if Great 
Britain were dragged into war, Canada 
would rally to her side. 

Canada has rallied to her side, but in a 
new role, Decentralization of the British 
Empire began when the colonies became 
dominions. Now it is in its second stage. 
Geography had long made it possible, 
strategy has now made it advisable. 


Logical Centre 


Geographically, Canada’s position, with 
one coast lashed by the Atlantic and the 
other laved by the Pacific, makes her a 
far more logical shipping centre than the 
United Kingdom. She has two trans- 
continental railroad systems and in the 
St. Lawrence a waterway whose develop- 
ment will allow ocean-going freighters to 
make their way to the head of the Great 
Lakes, more than a thousand miles inland. 

Her transcontinental freight rates are 
framed to meet the competition of the 
Panama Canal, so that they are, in reality, 
water rates. 

In peacetime, Britain's twenty best 
customers ate, in the order named: the 


United States, Canada, Australia, India, 
Argentina, New Zealand, Germgny, South 
Africa, France, Denmark, Holland, Eire, 
Russia, Sweden, Belgium, Malaya, Poland, 
Egypt, Nigeria, and China. Of the total 
trade she does with them, the United 
States, Canada and Argentina account for 
20 per cent, and 50 per cent of it is with 
countries that could be as well or better 
served, even in peacetime, from Cana- 
dian ports. 

In wartime they could be served 
nitely better.

Strategically, shifting the Empire's 
centre of gravity to Canada would make 
the Atlantic the new British Channel. In 
Britain, industry is more vulnerable to air 
ttack than anywhere else in the world. 
In Canada it cannot be bombed. Eng- 
land, as the headquarters of Empire, 
represents too many eggs in one basket. 
England is too small, too thickly popu- 
lated, too near her potential enemies, thus 
too vulnerable to attack. Her aircraft 
factories are difficult to defend against: 
intensive bombing. Her = shipbuilding 
yards ate impossible to conceal and there- 
fore exposed to even greater hazards. 
Canada is vast, scattered, protected by 
two oceans. Her coastline is immense, 
but snow and ice and natural configura- 
tion defend it at all but a few points. 
More important immediately than these 
natural defences is the paper protection of 
the Monroe Doctrine, In Canada, because 
of the Monroe Doctrine, the British 
Empire has a base which cannot become 
subject to serious enemy attack without 
drawing in the United States. 
How is the case with Great Britain? 
“There will always be an England.” Yes, 
but it is becoming an increasingly uncom- 
fortable and unprofitable place for 45,- 
000,000 people to live in. The steady shift 
of the locus of power from the sea to the 
air is unfitting England for any role 
beyond that of a greater Gibraltar. If the 
history of Europe is to continue to be 
punctuated by war, the English people 
will have to dig in; 45,000,000 people can- 
not do that and continue to find life worth 
living. But as the spearhead of Anglo- 
Saxondom—or even of a British Empire— 
safely based overseas on a working al- 
liance with the United States, England 
could take a new and permanent lease of 


life. 
Cultural Position 


The process of retreat to Canada, car~ 
ried out to its logical conclusion, would 
leave Britain a cultural and strategic 
rather than industrial and commercial 
outpost.

Losing Fight 


As things are, Britain is fighting a 
losing fight even if she is winning this 
war, Nothing but an overwhelming de- 
feat could be more embarrassing to her 
than a shattering victory. She would not 
know what to do with thé pieces 

The alternatives to a victory are defeat 
or stalemate followed by a negotiated 
peace. Defeat would mean not retreat but 
a disorganized flight across the Atlantic. 
A negotiated peace in Europe that could 
be anything but an uneasy peace defies 
the present wit of Man to conceive. An 
uneasy peace after a long war in which 
industry and civilian populations had 
suffered from intensive air attack would 
probably convince the average English- 
man that he had had about enough of it.

to it, She would become an asset on the 
balance sheet of the Monroe Doctrine, 
whereas she is now a liability. 

An English-speaking union may be a 
mmation far less remole than once 
Hitler has set a fashion which 

for their own protection, are 
almost compelled to follow. Was it not 
his great countryman, Bismarck, who said 
that the greatest political fact of modern 
times was “the inherited and permanent 
fact that North America speaks English 3 
There is an Anglo-American community 
of ideas and interests which not even un- 
paid war debts and a repudiated League 
of Nations have been able to dissolve, 
There is an English-speaking union now 
and its charter is contained in the care- 
fully framed Neutrality Laws of the Unit- 
ed States, the exchange of destroyers 
against naval bases, the provision of mun- 
itions to England and their denial to her 
enemies, and, finally, in the Am€rican- 
Canadian Defence Board. Perhaps it need 
never exist in name. A strong Canada 
which was at once & constituent of the 
British Empire and an ally of the United 
States in the Pan-American Union might 
serve the same ends and excite fewer re- 
sentments.

Brick played eight years of football for the Regina Roughriders, 
coached Regina juniors from 1929 to 1934 and has been officiating 
throughout the west for some 15 years.

Like every other official or coach I have yet found, Peebles is 
not satisfied with the type of football that the new C.R.U. rules, 
adopted by the west this season, are civing He agrees that this 
playing code puts too much of a handicap on the offensive—that it 
gives all the advantage to the defensive team. 


However Brick’s solution is extremely simple and a very interesting 
one, He contends that the oNly change needed in the present C.R.U, 
code is to permit the backfield men to block right up to five yards past) 
the line of scrimmage—the distance to which only men on the line of 
scrimmage are now permitted to block. Backfielders are now permilt- 
ted to block only to oMe yard in advance of the line of scrimmage. 

Peebles feels certain that with this amendment the game would im- 
mediately open up the way the fans want it to. He points out that it is| 
now rare for a ball carrier to make any distance around the end of the 
line for he gets no blocking protection and the opposing backfielders are 
waiting en masse to smear him. Blocking by the backfield would auto- 
matically open up a series of new plays that are impossible now.

“My objection to introducing four downs into our game is that it] 
would make for even more power plays. With four downs to go 10 | 
yards, the quarter will play safe on line plunges, figuring it shoula be 
a cinch to average only two and half yards every time a ball carrier 
nits the line. Why should he take a chance on a sensational razzle- 
dazzle play in which he may lose possession of the ball when only a 
phenomenal opposing line can prevent him from making first downs 
safely on short plunges?”
